Concorp, N. H., January 22, 1907. 


Pursuant to a call from the Chairman the County Dele- 
gation met in Room 4, State House, January 22, at 8 Pp. M., 
for the purpose of hearing the recommendations of the 
County Commissioners for the years 1908 and 1909; also, 
to take such action as the meeting might direct. 

Chairman John Philbrick called the meeting to order 
and the report of the previous meeting was read and 
adopted. 

The report and recommendations of the County Com- 
missioners was read by Mr. Colbath, as follows: 
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l'o the Strafford County Delegation. 


GENTLEMEN: We have met here for the purpose of plae- 
ing before you our estimates of the requirements for the 
several departments of the county for the years 1908 and 
1909. Before coming to this we desire-to call your at- 
tention to the expenses for 1906 and estimated expenses of 
1907 as compared with the appropriation for these re- 
spective years. The report for 1904 shows the expendi- 
tures, less notes paid, to be $81,028.12 for that year, and 
the folowing March the sum of $65,000 per year was voted 
to be raised for the years 1906 and 1907. At the same ses- 
sion, after the appropriations were made, a law was passed 
which cut off nearly all the board that was paid previously 
by cities and towns for prisoners at House of Correction 
and Jail; this meant something lke $8,000, or in other 
words, made the net expenses at the House of Correction 
and Jail that amount more than had been estimated at the 
time the appropriations were made. 


There was a special appropriation made for the building ° 
and equipping of a new building for laundry purposes 
which was much needed. This building was erected and 
equipped at an expense of about $3,000; the appropriation 
was $2,000, barely encugh to put up a plain brick build- 
ing; the machinery cost a little more than $1,100. 


The appropriation for children for 1906 and 1907 was 
$4,000 per year; the bill for 1906 was $5,249.64, and it 
will be as much, or more, for the present year. We would 
like to call your attention to the fact that while the bills 
paid for children in 1904 were $3,965.07, the books show 
that before April 1,.1905, $1,772.15 had been paid out on 
this account, showing that a large amount of bills had 
been carried over from 1904. The total for 1905 paid out 
in this department was $6,286.31. The several depart- 
ments not mentioned have kept within the appropriations, 
or nearly so. ; 
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‘We think that a special appropriation should be made 
to cover the deficit for 1906 and the estimated deficit for 
1907, which is, for 1906, $9,230.25; for 1907, $8,000. 

We recommend $500 for re-indexing records in Register 
of Deeds office. 

You will recall that a sinking fund has been created to 
meet the debt, viz., bonds for $70,000 due in 1911. There 
has already been set aside for this purpose $28,000, and — 
we recommend setting aside $8,000 per year for the years 
1908 and 1909, this sum to be taken from the license money. 


The Strafford County House of Correction has been 
pretty thoroughly ‘‘aired’’ through the press for the past 
few months so that nearly everybody knows the conditions 
that exist there. The most of vou have visited the place 
recently so there is no need of giving any description of 
the place. We feel that the time is ripe for a new building 
and would recommend that a House of Correction be built 
at the Strafford County Farm. We recommend building 
a good substantial brick building large enough to contain 
a block of sixty cells, with two bunks in each cell. We 
think such a building can be erected, with all the necessary 
fixtures, for about $25,000. 

The farm buildings are in very good repair, and other 
than general repairs there is nothing needed. 


The Jail and jailer’s house are in good repair other than 
possibly a little paint, paper and whitewash. Everything 
inside is all right. In the spring of 1905 there was a break 
in the water pipe some few feet from the house. This was 
dug up and found to be in verv bad condition; it was so 
badly rusted that it would hardly hold to cut off, and in 
fact, it was necessary to cut the third time before a place 
was found strong enough to cut a thread on. This was a 
common two-inch iron pipe put in in 1888, and we have 
been told it was second-hand pipe when put in. We would 
recommend putting in a four-inch cast-iron pipe and one 
or two hydrants to be used in ease of fire, as you are well 
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aware that these buildings are on a hill and quite a dis- 
tance from any hydrant. ‘To cover this expense we recom- 
mend a special appropriation. We have an estimate from 
the Superintendent of the Water Works which is $1,000. 
Sheriff-elect Frank I. Smith desires to meet the Jail Com- 
mittee before the appropriation is made. 

We would recommend that the appropriations for 1908 
and 1909 be $73,000 yearly to cover the following es- 
timates :

Court expenses, 10,000 00

And we would further recommend that said $73,000.00 
be appropriated in a lump sum.

Mr. Elder stated that Commissioner Colbath wished hin 
to say that the Commissioners wished for a recommenda- 
tion of the Delegation in regard to enlarging the stable at 
the County Jail. 

Moved by Mr. Elder that we instruct the Commissioners 
to use their judgment in regard to enlarging the stable at 
the County Jail. 

Motion put and carried. 

Moved to adjourn and the motion was lost. 

Discussion ensued, during which Mr. Stevens offered the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, that it is the sense of this Delegation that the 
dormitory plan for this proposed House of Correction be 
adopted.

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Report of Superintendent 


Strafford County Farm and House of 
Correction 
Dover, N. H., January 10, 1908. 


To the Board of Commissioners and citizens of the County 


of Strafford. 


GENTLEMEN: I hereby submit my annual report of the 
Strafford County Farm and House of Correction for the 
year ending December 31, 1907. 


The year just closed has been a busy one at the institu- 
tion, as the work of permanent improvements and con- 
struction has been added to the regular routine of farm- 
ing. Several matters came up that could not be put off, 
and so appear on this year’s account. A special appropri- 
ation would have been asked for if some of these things 
had been anticipated at the time our Representatives met 
here. 

In the spring the boiler inspector condemned boiler No. 
1, which made it necessary to put in a new boiler. Here- 
tofore two fires have been run in the winter, and some- 
times three, the large boiler being used for heating pur- 
poses and the smaller boilers to furnish power. It was 
decided to install a new 72-inch Dillon boiler. This large 
boiler now does all the work. of heating and furnishing 
power, and results in a saving of fuel and labor. We have 
the No. 2 boiler as a reserve and as an alternate for six 
months of the year. 
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The water-pipe which was laid thirty or forty years ago, 
connecting with the lead pipe under the river, failed to 
supply the required amount of water. We substituted for 
the old common-iron pipe a 24-inch galvanized one, 1,586 
feet long. The field pump then gave out, and a new Deane 
pump was purchased and 596 feet of 3-inch pipe was laid 
from the pump house to the tank. A new steam supply 
pipe was laid in a conduit tile to the pump, which will pre- 
vent a waste of steam. | 


The steam plant has been thoroughly overhauled. The 
supply pipe to the building was originally laid in a wooden 
box. This had decayed and wasted steam and fuel. After 
eareful consideration it was decided to place the steam 
pipes in Portland conduit filled with asbestos filling. The 
return pipes from the wings went into the boiler house 
separately. Now the return from the women’s wing comes . 
through the conduit to the men’s wing, enters that return, 
passes through the subway to the new building, then to the 
receiving tank which was installed the past summer. The 
returns from the steam cookers previously passed out doors 
onto the ground. Now these and all other returns go to 
the receiving tank and by an automatic arrangement on 
the pump the water is conveyed back to the boiler while 
still hot, thus saving fuel. AIl the above piping and steam 
fitting has been done by our engineer, and the excavating 
has been done by prisoners. 


The farm scales passed their usefulness and were re- 
placed by a new set of five tons capacity, which gives sat- 
isfaction. Notwithstanding all these extra and unusual ex- 
penses, the total expense is fourteen hundred dollars less 
than in 1906. 


The weather of the past season was not the best for 
crops, but with the exception of the ensilage corn, our crops 
were satisfactory. Over 2,000 bushels of potatoes were 
raised and other vegetables as per farm products. Most 
of the potatoes were grown on the pasture land reclaimed

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last year. A new division wire fence has been built and a 
wall along the highway has been removed. Over 100 rods 
of ditch have been dug and filled with rocks taken from 
the land. Four acres of rough land have been ploughed. 


The new House of Correction has been built, the plumb- 
ing is now being done, and the steel construction will be 
erected soon. When completed the building will be a model 
of its kind. 


Services have been held at the farm by Rev. H. E. Shat- 
tuek, Rev. Fathers Walsh, Redden and Dee, to whom I 
tender my thanks and sincere appreciation.
